No. L IX . 


Washingtont Feb. 7, 1334.— T h e President 
held a Drawitig.room last night, the first of 
the season. 
T h e encounter of carriages in 
the court-yard, was like the onset of battle. 
They all strive to discharge their fare, and the 
fair, first. 
Th ere was some crashing, and 
more s c r ea m in g : 


“ And then and there, was harrying to and fro.” 


There is something very thrilling and m u ­ 
sical in a scream of alarm from a fair lady— 
•specially whert there is no danger : but there 
was some danger here of soiled shoes—for 
some of the ladies, fearful and 
impatient, 
alighted before they arrived at the portico, to 
the imminent danger of saluting the earth, not 
always as dry as a toper, with their pretty lit­ 
tle twinkltng feet. 
Hut there was not a Cin- 
d e rilla among t h e m —and there were m a n y — 
who lost her glass slipper ; if they had, as 
soon as they had reached the presence c h a m ­ 
ber, they would have forgotten their loss in 
the riv a l chartns^and beauty, and splendor, 
that surrounded them. 
T h e venerable Chief, 
O l d O r l e a n s , towering in the midst, im ­ 
parted and received a thousand he irt-warm 
grasps of hands. 
It was transporting to wit­ 
ness the homage, so well deserved—the wel­ 
come so sincerely tendered, so warmly ac­ 
knowledged, so gratefully reciprocated.

and jew els—tossed by the winds, and glitter­ 
ing beneath the moonbeams!

Here the star of honor spark'ed upon the 
breast of the Ambassa dor; there the golden 
epaulette glittered from the shoulder of the 
Officer; here the pearl wreath strove to rival 
the fairer brow—the ruby, a rubier lip—the 
diamond, a brighter eye ; there the cornelian 
borrowed from a damask cheek, a deeppr hue ;
